Terms Right, Say British. 

London, August !!.—The Japanese 
peace terms are not considered exces- 
sive by the British government, nor as 
being sensibly reducible. in the main 
points. 

The terms the emperor of Japan pro- 
posed to put forward in the present ne- 
gotiations were not communicated offi- 
Céally to the allfed governments, but af- 
ter the battle of Mukten the foreign 
office was informed as to what terms | 
would then be acceptable and has since | 
become aware that with the victory in| 
the sea of Japan and the occupation 
of Sakhalin, the demands would be in- 
creased. 

Since the naval victory and the occu- 
pation of Sakhalin the Japanese have 
added the cession of the island, the 
grant of fishing rights, the handing over 
of interned warships and the limitation 
of Russian naval strength in the Far 
East to their previous demands. 

Russians in London considered that 
the naval limitations and the grant of 
fishery mghts inadmissible, but incline 
to the belief that Sakhalin wil! be ceded 
and expect negotiations on the subject 
of “reimbursements for war expenses.” 


Germany Expects Peace. 

Berlin, August 1!1.—The foreign office, 
without giving judgment on the equita- 
bleness of the Japanese peace terms, be- 
lieves that negotiations wil] continue un- 
til an agreement is reached. The for- 
eign office is convinced that the desire 
of both powers for peace is strong 
enough to lead to mutual surrenders, 
Abstracts of the conditions were circu- 
lated quickly among the diplomatic agen- 
cles. They are as learned at three em- 
bassies considered extreme. The pre- 
vailing view is that Russia cannot,be ex- 
pected ho accept them, but that they are 
not an impossible first demand, and that 
negotiations may begin on the basis of 
these declarations to be ultimately con- 
cluded on something quite different. The 
publication of the peace conditions pro- 
duce no appreciable effect on the bourse, 
unless it was an indisposition to trade 
in Russian securities until something 
further is known, 


Russian Official Talks. 

Et. Petersburg, August !|!.—A high gov- 
ernment oOfficia] declared flatly today 
that the peace terms as’they stood were 
entirely. inadmissible and unacceptabie, 
tut that he was inclined to believe peace 
was not entirely out of the question. 

“If that be Japan’s first and last 
word,’’ said this functionary, “I can telJ 
you that M. Witte’s reply will take the 
form of a very firm negative. If, how- 
ever, the note which Mr, Witte will pre 


nese conditions are merely tentative, pro- 
posals may be opened for the continua- 
tion of pour parleurs, 

M. Witte does wot require further in- 
structions from §t. Petersburg to assist 
him in formulating. Russia’s answer. His 
powers. and instructions are ample. 

He thoroughly understands -how far 
the emperor ts willing to go to sxecuce 
peace, and in my opinion the response 
will be drafted at Portsmouth by M. 
Witte, Garon Rosen and their advisers.

Japs Hope for Peace. . 

Tokio., August I!|.—A cable message 
from Baron Komura, reporting that the 
credentials of the Russian peace pleni- 
potentiaries were satisfactory in every 
respect, and saying that the Japanese 
had submitted a basis of negotiations to 
the Russians in writing, to which the 
Russians will make a written reply has 
been received with general satisfaction. 
Statements credited to M. Witte had 
created the impression that possibly his 
credentials had been found = unsatisfac- 

The Japanese people are following 
the proceedings at Portsmouth keenly, 
but calmly. 

They are hopeful of peace, but are 
insistent upon satisfactory conditions, 
‘nd are prepared to continue the strug- 
gle if negotiations fail. 

French Think Terms Hard. 

Paris, August 1!.—The Japanese peace 
conditions produced a rather depressed 
feeling in official quarters, the terms 
being considered somewhat hard. It is, 
however, the prevailing view that Ja- 
pan’s last word has not been spoken. 
It is pointed out that she has hitherto 
displayed a fervent desire for the cessa- 
tion of this disastrous war and will 
doubtless consent to relax some of the 
conditions laid down and thus pave the 
way for Russia’s acceptance of: them. 
Tt is not thought that the demand for 
the reimbursement of the war expenses 
will cause difficulties unless the claims 
prove excessive, and the fact that an 
“indemnity” is not mentioned is regard- 
ed as a good sign. 

The points on which a conflict of views 
le likely to arise are considered to be 
the cession of Sakhalin, the claim of 
fishing rights in the Siberian litteral, the 
giving up of interned ships and the lim- 
itation of the Russian naval forces in! 
the Far East. All these affect Russian 
rational self-respect, but it is thought 
that mutual concessions will render 
eventual the arrangements of an easy 
settlement, especially should the Rus- 
siamese accept the claim for payment of 
war expenses. , 

Bhould the difficulties become acute, 
the Associated Press learns that media- 
tory efforms will be asked with & view 
of bringing the negotiations to a suc- 
cessful issue, 

The bourse viewed the Japanese conul- 
tions in a more favorable light, the 
general impression being that peace Is 
practically assured and Russians stocks 
maintained their prices throughout,

“As regards the first point we must 
recognize the fact that In some South 
American countries there has been much 
suspicion lest ‘we should interpret tne 
Monroe doctrine in some way inimical to 
their interests. Now let it be understood 
once for all that no just and orderly 
government on this continent has any- 
thing to fear from us. There are certain 
of the republics south of us which have 
already reached such a point of stability, 
order. and prosperity that they are 
themselves, although as yet hardly con- 
sciously, among the guarantors of this 
doctrine. No stable and growing Amer- 
ican republic wishes to see some great 
non-American military power acquire ter- 
ritory in its neighborhood. It is the 
interest of al] of us on this continent 
that no such event should occur, and in 
addition to our own republic tnere are 
now already republics in the regions 
south of us which have reached a pwint 
of prosperity and power that enables 
them to be considerable factors in main- 
taining this doctrine which is so much 
to the advantage of all of us. 


No Aggression Anticipated. 


“It must be understood that under no 
circumstances will the United States use 
the Monroe doctrine as a cloak for terri- 
torial aggression. Should any of our 
neighbors, no matter how turbulent, how 
disregardful of our rights, finally get into 
such a position that the utmost limits 
of our forbearance are reached, al! the 
people south of us may rest assured that 
no action will ever be taken save what 
is absolutely demanded by our self- 
respect; that this action will not take 
the form of territorial aggrandizement 
on our part, and that it will only be 


|} taken at all with the most extreme re- 


luctance and not without having ex- 
hausted every effort to avert it.! 

“As to the second point, ff a republic 
to the south of us commits a tort 
against a foreign nation, such. for in- 
stance, as wrongful action against the 
persons of citizens of that nation, then 
the Monroe doctrine does not enforce us 
to interfere to prevent punishment of 
the tort, save to see that the punishment 
does not directly or indirectly assume 
the form of territorial occupation of 
the offending country. The case is 
more difficult when the trouble comes 
from the failure to meet. contractual 
obligations. Our own government has 
always refused to enforce such contract- 
ual obligations on behalf of its citizens 
by the appeal to arms. It is much to 
be wished that al! foreign governments 
would take the same view. But at 
present this country would certainly 
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and | 


not be willing to go to war to pre- 
vent a foreign government from _ col- 
'lecting a just debt or to back up some- 
| one of our sister republics in a refusal 
'to pay just debts; and the alternative 
|may in any case prove to be that we 
| shall ourselves undertake to bring 
'about some arrangement by which so 
/much as is possible of the just oblige- 
| tions shal] be paid. Personally I should 
always prefer to see this country step 


‘in and put through such an arrange | 
iment rather than let any foreign coun- | 


|try undertake it.

Cuba and Santo Domingo. 


“In the interest of justice, it 
| necessary to exercise the potice power 
}as to show charity and helpful gener- 
|osity. But something can even now be 
‘done toward the end in view. That some- 
thing, for instance, this nation has 
falready done as regards Cuba, and is 
now trying to do as regards Santo Do- 
| mingo. There are few things in our 
|history in which we should fake more 
‘genuine pride than the way in which 
| We liberated Cuba, and then, instead of 
instantly abandoning it to chaos, stayed 
in direction of the affairs of the island 
until we had put it on the right path, 
and finally gave it freedom and helped 
it as it started on the life of an inde- 
pendent republic. 

“Santo Domingo has now made an ap- 
peal to us to help it in turn, and not 
only every principle of wisdom but every 
generous instinct within us bids us re- 
spond to the appeal. The conditions in 
Santo. Domingo have for a number of 
years grown from bad to worse until 
recently society was on the verge ot 
dissolution. 


What Washington Did. 


“Accordingly the executive department 
of our government negotiated a treaty 
under which we are to try to help the 
| Dominican people to straighten out their 
finances. This treaty is pending before 
the senate, whose consent to it is 
necessary. In the meantime we have 
made a temporary arrangement which 
will last until] the senate has had time 
to take action upon the treaty, Under 
this arrangement We see to the honest 
administration of the custom houses, col- 
@cting the revenues, turning over 45 per 
cent to the government for running ex- 
penses and putting the other 55 per cent 
into a safe deposit for equitable «division 
among the various creditors, whether 
European or American, accordingly as, 
after investigation, -their claims seem 
just. 

“The custom houses offer well-nigh the 
only sources of revenue in Santo Do- 
mingo, and the different revolutions usu- 
ally have as their real aim the obtainin, 
possession of these curtom houses The 
mere fact that We are protecting the 
custom houses and collecting the revenue 
with efficiency and honesty has com- 
pletely discouraged al! revolutionary 
movement. while it has already produced 
sich an inereasa in the revenues that 
the government jis actually getting more 
from. the 45 per cent that we turn over 
to it than jt got formerly when {t took 
the entire revenue. 

“This is enabling the poor harrassed 
people of Santo Domingo once more to 
turn their attention to industry and to 
be free from the curre of interminable 
revolutionary disturbance. It offers to nil 
bona-fide creditors, American and Euro- 
pean, the only really good chance to 
ohtain that to which they are justly en- 
titled. while it in return gives to Sanio 
Domingo the only opportunity of defense 
against claims which ft ought not to 
payv—for now if it ‘meets the views of 
the senate we shall ourselves thoroughly 
examine all these claims, whether Amer- 
ican or foreign. and see that none that 
are improper afe paid. 

“Indeed. the only effective oppos'tion to 
the treaty wil! probably come from dis- 
honest creditgrs, foreign and American. 
and from the professional revolutionists 
of the Island itself. We have already 
g00d reason to believe that some of the 
creditors who do not dare expose their 
claims to honest scrutiny are endeavor- 
ing to stir up sedition In the island, and 
are also endeavoring to stir up opposition 
| to the treaty both fn Santo Domingo 
and here. trusting that fn one place or 
the other it mav be possible to secure 
elther the refection of the treaty or else 
its amendment in such fashion as to be 
tantamount to refection. 


Control of Corporations. 


“Bo much for one feature of our for- 
eign policy. Now for one feature of 
Our domestic policy. One of the main 
features of our nation3! govermental 
policy should be the effort to secure 
adequate and effective supervisory and 
regulatory control over all great cor- 
porations doing an interstate business. 

“Much of the legislation aimed to pre- 
vent the evils connected with the enor- 
mous development of these great cor- 
porations has been ineffective, partly 
because it aimed at doing too much, 
and partly because it did not confer on 
the government a really efficient method 
of holding any guilty corporation to ac- 
count. The effort to prevent al] re- 
straint of competition, whether harmfu] 
or beneficial, has been ili-judged: what 
is needed is not so much the effort to 
prevent combination as a vigilant and 
effective control of the combinations 
formed, so as to secure just and equit- 
able dealing on their part alike toward 
the public generally, toward their small- 
er competitors, and towards the wage- 
workers in their employ. 

“Under the present laws we have in 
the last four years accomplished much 
that is of substantial value: but the 
difficulties in the way have been se 
|great as to prove that further legisla- 
{tion is advisable. Many corporations 
'show themselves honorably desirous to 
lobey the law; but, unfortunately, some 
corporations, and very wealthy ones at 
that, exhaust every effort which can 
be suggested by the highest ability, or 
secured by the most lavish expenditure 
of money, to defeat the purposes ot 
the laws on the statute books. 

“Not only the men in control of these 
corporations, but the business world 
generally, ought to realize that such con- 
duct is in every way perilous, and con- 
stitutes a menace to the nation gener- 
ally, and especially to the people of 
great property. 


Secret Methods of Trusts. 


‘Many of these combinations by se- 
cret methods and by protracted litiga- 
tion are still unwisely seeking to avoid 
the consequencees of their lilegal ac- 
tion. The government has very prop- 
erly exercised moderation in attempt- 
ing to enforce the criminal] provisions of 
the statute; but it has become our con- 
viction that in some cases, such as that 
of at least certain of the beef packers 
recently indicted in Chicago, it is im- 
possible longer to show leniency. 

“Moreover, if the existing law proves 
to be inadequate, so that under estab- 
lished rules of evidence clear violations 
may not be readily proved, defiance of 
the law must inevitably lead to fur- 
ther legislation. This- legislation may 
be more drastic than I would prefer. 
If so, it must be distinctly understood 
that it will be because of the stubborn 
determination of some of the great com- 
binations in striving to prevent the 
enforcement of the law as it stands, 
by every device legal] and illegal. Very 
many of these men seem to think that 
the alternative is simply between sub- 
mitting to the mild kind of governmen- 
tal control we advocate and the abao- 
lute freedom to do whatever they think

“They are greatly in error. Either 
they will have to submit to reasonable

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Senator Bailey Delivers Ad- 
dress Before Texas Con- 
federate Reunion. 


McGregor, Tex., August | 1.—(Special.)— 
United States Senator Bailey was the 
principal speaker at the confederate re- 
union here yesterday his subject being 
a defense of the south.

Bailey said: 

“Tl have been pained within the past 
few months ¢)Jearn that a southern man 
called to the presidency of the university 
of Virginia should speak disparagingly 
of southern traditions.”’ 

He remarked that the University of 
Virginia, having been founded by Thom- 
as Jefferson, and being in a state with 
such a history as Virginia, should of all 
educationa] institutions, be expected to 
teach the truth about the south. But 
Dr. Alderman, at a banquet in New 
York, had made a speech which, Senator 
Bailey declared, should have caused the 
blush of° shame to mount the cheeks 
of every southern man at the table. 

“Where are the Calhouns and Clays 
and Davises the south?’ Dr. Alder- 
man inquired,’ said Senator Bailey. I 
mournfully acknowledge that they are 
gone; but why didn’t he ask ‘Where are 
the Websters and the Choates of the 
north?’ ’’ 

Sénator Bailey related an incident of 
the last session of congress. A Dill had 
been introduced to appropriate $25,000 
tO pay the expenses of a congressional 
delegation to the Portland exposition.

AT MERCY OF HURRICANE. 


Hamburg-American Liner Was Hélp- 
less in Great Storm. 

New York, August |!.—For twenty-four 
hours the Hamburg-American liner Graf 
Wialdersee drifted at the mercy of a hur- 
ricane which struck. her during te trans- 
atlantic voyage which the steamship 
finished today in safety. On arrival at 
her pier today only two hours late, the 
passengers held a reception to thank 
Captain A. Krech - for bringing them 
safely through the greatest storm ex- 
perienced in the history of the Graf 
Waldersee and probably one of the worst 
ever faced by an Atlantic liner. 

The storm began on the morning’ of 
August 2. A few hours later waves 
were rolling over the ship, all passen- 
gers were locked beneath decks and 
bags of oll were hung over the ship's 
sides for thirty-six hours a8 a protec- 
tion. 

During twenty-four hours the waves 
ran 80 high that the stearing gear of 
the liner was inadequate to keep her 
in her course and the ship practically 
drifted with the storm. Some life boats 
and deck superstructures were carried 
overboard by the waves. 

At the height of ti® storm a baby 
was born in the steerage and named 
after the ship.

More direct lines would, of course, be 
valuable if there is sufficient business 
to warrant their establishment; and if 
there is such business, there can be 
no question that the lines will be run. 
The important thing, however, is that 
the American merchants and manu- 
facturers make a study of the needs 
of the South American markets. 

This presentation of the facts bear- 
ing upon the value of subsidized lines 
of steamships in the promotion of 


commerce is likely to rise up to trou-

Editor Constitution—In the speech of 
Mr. Anderson of Chatham, published in 
this orning’s Constitution, he com- 
pains#that the lands in Hall county in 
the tax returns average only from $5 
to $6 an acre, which he assumes is too 
low. My reply to this was not published. 
Wence I wish to say now what I said 
then, that there is a large proportion 
ef the land in our county which is un- 
yzoductive and worth far less than the 
above amount. The average value abov; 
Kiven is a very fair and just return. 
In this connection [| must regret tha: 
the House was not able to grasp. the 
Significance and wisdom of my amend- 
ment, doubtless owing to my inadequate 
presentation of it. Governor Terreii, in 
his statesmanlike message, called atten- 
tion to the fact that in the most ad- 
vanced states the trend was to the sys- 
tem by which the revenues are raised 
from public franchises by occupation 
taxes on the same and all taxes up 
property abolished. Such a tax can be 
levied either by mileage or gross re- 
ceipts. The object of my amendment 
vas to extend this principle of taxing 
gross receipts from public franchises 
already in our system, so as to include 
not only ‘the express, telegraph and te- 
ephone companies, which are now re- 
quired to pay an occupation tax, but 
the railroad and street railroad com- 
panies. 

jt is true we now tax their franchises 
as property. But this measure would 
give them credit for all taxes paid on 
the property basis and only require as 
an occupation tax the difference up to 
|! 1-2 per cent. Mr. Anderson of Chat- 
ham candidly admitteq that the best 
plan by which to tax corporations was 


by a percentage of gréss receipts in lieu | 


of all other taxes. The method would 
he scientific, elastic and automatic, and 
would come nearer doing equal justice 
to all the corporations. But until we 
can entirely exempt all property we 
must, under the constitution, levy the 
same ad valorem tax on the railroad 
including franchises as upon 
so we cannot put the 
occupation tax at present in lieu of all 
cther taxes, but the difficulty is beau- 
tifully solved in Georgia by crediting the 
occupation tax with all revenue derived 
from the property tax. This plan en- 
ables us to ‘“‘maké progress,’ in 
raising the revenues from the public 
our present system of property Tx, 
except by gradually reducing it. 

The ways and means commiétee did 
ircorporate in the bill a new extension 
of the principle by a license on corpora- 
tions. But the maximum is $100, and 
this is ridiculous when applied to a 
railroad whose gross receipts from the 
people would amount to $10,000,000 pur 
annum. One very important resylt of 
my measure would be to lift our pres- 
ent railroad tax from the effect of the 
unsatisfactory, capricious and unequal 
action of the various afbitration boards, 
and by which we are annually robbed 
o* a million dollars. 

But the great thing would be to pave 
the way for the gradual extension of 
the policy by which all property in the 
state would be entirely relieved from 
state taxation, and these valuable pub- 
lic franchises granted by, but sUtll held 
in trust for, the people would’ supply 
our entire revenue. 

The justice and wisdom of this metb- 
od will yet commend itself to the state, 
and when adopteg Georgia will blossom 
Ike the rose.

No Extra Session, 

The house very promptly and effectively 
sat down upon a rosolution by Mr.
